1 . SINCE VISIT OE FAA GUAM BROBECK JULY 22, EMBASSY HAS HEARD 
NOTHING MORE CONCERNING INSPECTION VISIT OF FAA REPRESENTATIVE. 
IT WAS EMBASSY'S UNDERSTANDING DURING CONSTRUCTIVE MEETING 
WITH BROBECK THAT THERE WOULD BE FUTURE VISITS BY FAA IN 
ATTEMPT TO RESOLVE PROBLEMS OUTLINED IN PHNOM PENH 8983. 

2. ON AUGUST 26, AN "N" REGISTERED C-46 AIRCRAFT BELONGING TO 
HANG MEAS AIRLINES (REGISTRY NO. N-60Z), ELOWN BY AN AMERICAN 
PILOT, DITCHED IN THE OCEAN NEAR REAM IN SOUTHERN CAMBODIA AS 
THE RESULT OF AN ENGINE FAILURE. EORTUNATELY THERE WERE NO 
CASUALTIES, AS THE KHMER NAVY RESCUED PASSENGERS AND CREW. 
AIRCRAFT AND CARGO WERE TOTAL LOSSES. 

3. THIS INCIDENT POINTS UP ONCE AGAIN THE NEED TO DO SOMETHING 
ABOUT ENEORCING THE APPLICABLE EAA SAFETY REGULATION ON "N" 
REGISTERED PLANES IN CAMBODIA ALONG LINES SUGGESTED EMBASSY/ 
BROBECK CONVERSATION. 

4. EMBASSY WOULD APPRECIATE KNOWING WHETHER WE CAN EXPECT 
FURTHER VISIT EAA INSPECTORS IN NEAR EUTURE. 
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
